Sir,—Your correspondent “British 
Observer" has made certain comments 
in his letter to you published this 
nfternoon that should not be allowed 
to puss without some form of protest, 
I have not read. the editorial of the 
contemporary referred to by him, but 
I would point out that even editors 
have been known to err, and my 
reason for not reading the editorial 
mentioned by your correspondent is 
“that I do not hold the same view as 
the editor. An editor's opinion is not 
necessarily the consensus of gypinion 
of the public. 

The observations advanced by 
“British Observer" do poor credit to 
his mentality, for In suggesting that 
the Japanese military should have 
been informed. in advance of the Am- 
Lussador’s approach is’ to admit that 


Japan has every right to kill anyorie |- 


within the territory under Chinese 
control, and should therefore be 
recognised as the rightful holder of 
the territory. As for the Chinese not 
having been informed, the Ambassa-

There have been disquieting 


rumours’ for some time past 
the conditions per- 
sisting at the old Government 
Civil Hospital, recently — re- 
opened for the accommodation 
of cholera cases.

Her 
sentiment is reciprocated 
by large numbers of Eng- 
lish travellers in Germany, 
especially in Southern’ Ger- 
many. 
younger people are return.

Yet notwithstanding this mea- 
sure of sympathy that, in spite 
of language barriers, so quickly 
springs up between English and 
German, closer acquaintance ‘re- 
veals marked differences in na- 
tional character. 

From experiences in recent 
visits to Germany, including one 
to Bavaria, from which I have 
just returned, I may illustrate 
two of those differences which

The observations . advanced by 
“Britlsh Observer" do poor ‘credit to 
his mentallty, for in suggesting that 
the Japanese military should have 
been informed in advance of the Am- 
busgador’s approach Is to admit that 
Japan hos every right to kill anyone 
within the territory under Chinese 
control, and should therefore be 
recognised as the rightful holder of 
the territory. As for the Chinese’ not 
having been informed, the Ambassa- 
dor’s retinue rightly never expected 
any unprovoked assault by . the 
Chinese on His Britannic Majesty's 
personal representative, much less 
this sudden and determined attack 
by the Japanese Who, while profess- 
ing frlendship for Britain, have not 
hesitated to shoot down the King's 
representative.

Dr. Shaw spoke during the inquiry 
Into the death of Ko Chul-yung, 43, 
unemployed. street. coolle, who was 
found’ ‘d outside the Kennedy 
Town Hospital about 9.30 pm. on 
August 13.0 Mr, W. Schofleld acted 
as Coroner and was ass do by a 
jury consisting of Mess eae, 
Svares (foreman), Fung Yin-ho and 
J.-C, Kilnusz, Inspector W. Mair 
conducted the Inquiry for the Pollce. 

It wis after three medical wit- 
nesses had given evidence that Dr. 


Shaw usked permission to.say a few! 


words In answer to certain criticisms 
that had nppeared In a section of 
the Press. He said he would Uke to 
Hive evidence on the conditions pre- 
valent in the hospital at the time of 
the trayedy., | Firstly he could not 
over-oemphasise the horror of cholera, 
He had been in the East for some 
years, but $t was Hike no other dis- 
People died very quickly, and 
the case of an epidemic it was 
almost Impossible to cope with 
things; at least, the ordinary routine 
administrution-.could not. 

When cases of cholera came in," 
Dr. Shaw said, “they are terribly 
collupsed, Their bowels have moved 
so much that there is no water left. 
The first thing we have to do is to 
open a.veln and put in water and 
Injéct saline, Because it is an epl- 
demic it {ds almost impossible | to 
gouge the size of the epidemic. 
When new cnses arrive an extra 
stu has to be made out of the al- 
ready existing: Government staff, and 
when the epidemle is on the rise, 
as was then the case, and eases In- 
crease, the dificulties met with are 
extraordinary.” 


Sta! Overworked 


Emphasising, these difMculties, Dr. 
Shaw said that though the trained 
stati worked terribly hard, the 
nurses and sisters sometimes work- 
ing 15 hours, umahs, coolles, and 
even a clerk who entered the hos- 
pital ran away when they reallsed 
how dreadful a diseuse cholera was, 
Volunteers were scarce, for though 
one easily, found voluntecrs for tak- 
ingg care of refugees and caring for 
war wounded, in the case of cholera 
It was very different—people were 
so afraid. If they had had ao staff 
that .would stay they could have 
looked after a case such as the pre- 
sent tragedy. ad pe . 

People who had cholera sometimes 
come into the hospital unconscious, 
semi-consclous, delirious, and, as it 
were, in un almost fighting state. 
Concluding, Dr, Shaw said: “The 
dimculties we were encountering 
Were such as only occur In epidemics 
or war. I feel—1 don't know how 
my medical colleagues feel -on the 
polnt—that) the present Infectious 
Discase Hospital $s not adequate for 
an epidemic." me 

The first witness called was Dr. 
R, S. Begbie, Medical Officer in 
charge of Victoria) Mortuory, He 
suid that on Aunust -14 about 9.15 
im. he examined the body .of a 
Chinese male caged about 43 years. 
Typical signs of cholera were pre- 
sent, There were extensive external 
Injuries, and also internal: ones, In 
his opinion the cause of death was 
due to cholera and inter-crantal 
haemorrhage. The Jatler could have 
been caused by a suicidal leap from 
a height, At the time of-his death 
deceased was a very fll person, and 
sufforing fram toxaemla  potsoning 
due to cholera, The toxaemia might 
have cased acute delirium or tem- 
porary Insanity,

The machine 
crashed on the edge of the river only 
obout three-quarters of a mile from 
the President Lincoln, nnd for half 
an hour more it burned brightly. 

“It certainly was an exciting pas- 
SUC down that river,” sald one 
Passenger, “The ship came right up 
to Woosung with an American war- 
ship following her and giving In- 
structions, I believe. But the Japan- 
esc warships were busy shelling 
Woosung and the Chinese were re+ 
plying with’ machine-gun = fire—we 
Were at one stage right between some 
of the warships and the shore and 
bursts of machine-yun bullets went 
all around. I can tell you, we didn't 
waste any time getting under cover 
with these bullets and bits of shrap- 
nel flying around. There were only 
a couple of hardy ones who remnined 
on deck in corners drinking ‘Tom|' 
Collins und sceing the war In com- 
fort! The acroplane incident hap- 
pened so quickly that few of us had 
a chaneé to see ft, For planes were 
flylng over at the time and you could 
see the bombs dropping: and hitting. 
Suddenly one plane fell and appear- 
cd to burst Into flames os It struck 
the ground. We watched it burning 
for half an hour." 


There were not a great number of 
passengers for Hongkong, | and the 
majority of them were Chinese.

had stomach-ache, dinrrhoca, vomit- 
ing, and cramp. Witness took hin: 
jn an ambulance’ to No, 7 Pollce 
Statlon from where he was removed 
to the Tung Wah Hospital, thence at 
onee being, transferred to Kennedy 
Town. 

Without retiring, the jury return- 
ed a unanimous verdict of sulcide 
while temporarily insane, 

In endorsing their verdict the 
Coroner sald he had just signed oa 
burial order for an exactly similar

Her 
sentiment ‘is reciprocated 
by large numbers of Eng- 
lish travellers in Germany, 
especially in Southern Ger- 
many. Hundreds of our 
younger people are return- 
ing from holidays in that 
country with a new, under- 
standing of the familiar 
words of the Tommy in the 
Great War: “Why are we 
fighting these people?” 

Yet notwithstanding this mea- 
sure of sympathy that, in spite 
of language barriers, so quickly 
springs up between English and 
German, closer acquaintance re- 
veals marked differences in na- 
tional character. 

From experiences in recent 
visits to Germany, -including one 
to Bavaria, from which I have 
just returned, I may illustrate 
two of -those differences which 
hinder a more complete  inter- 
national understanding. ;

A neatly printed notice on the 
door of a village Post Office 
reads: “Our Greeting ig Heil 
Hitler!” It is a freshly posted 
notice, and its reminder seems 
to be superfluous. The travel- 
ler in cities soon becomes accus- 
tomed to this greeting that 
meets him ay he enters a cafe, 
pays his bill, or leaves an oflice. 
But the words come with great- 
er shock, in some remote coun- 
try district, from the lips of pea- 
santas, some of whom seem to be 
forcibly reminding themselves to 
change the traditional “Gruss 
Gott” into the new “Heil Hitler!" 
One cannot imagine an English 
villager saluting u passer-by with 
“Hail Hailsham!” or with “Glory 
be to Chamberlain!” 


Yet this greeting has a signi-

The city was uwakened at 6.05 
a.m. to the sound of gunfire and the 
clanging of nlarm gongs and the 
Chinese populace was seized with 
panic. It was reported that Japanese 
planes were attacking a near-by mill- 
tury acrodrome, . 


The gates of Shamecn were closed 
as a precautionary measure and the 
Volunteer Defence Corps wis mo- 
bilesed to deal with a possible rush of 
crowds from outside the little forelgn 
settlement, 


A forcign resident in Shameen 
states that he saw six planes flying 
at a great height with anti-aircraft 
shells bursting all around them. 
Later the machines broke up into 
two groups of three each and dis- 
appeared from sight. 


Reallable Chinese sources tele-~ 


-phoned. to. Reuter . from .Tungshan 


stating that Chinese planes had taken 
off and engaged the raiders and the 
splutter of their machine-guns was 
clearly audible over the drone of en- 

pines as they circled and dived over- 
ead. 


From sources connected with the 
Chinese alr force It Js learned. that 
seven Japanese bombers appeared 
shortly after dawn and dropped two 
bombs near the gun emplacements 
at Sha-hoh, close to the military 
nerodrome there. The damage is at 
present unknown. 

The ralders then made off. 

Chinese. plands are at present 
watchfully circling the city, and the

SOMETHING WRONG 


There have been disquieting 
rumours ‘for some time past 
concerning the conditions per- 
sisting at the old Government 
Civil Hospital,, recently re- 
opened for the sccommodation 
of cholera cuses, Few people, 
however, can have imagined the 
state of affairs revealed by a 
contemporary. It would seem 
that every’ foot. of space 
in the occupied wards and 
‘on the verandahs is crammed by 
Chinese suffering from the 
ravages of the disease, some on 
hard wooden beds, and practic- 
ally all of them in the dirty rags 
which they wore on admission, 
with totally inadequate equip- 
ment for those in dire extremity 
— conditions which are described 
as horrifying to a degree which 
could searcely be imagined. 
When the outbreak first made 
its appearance, the isolation 
hospital at Kennedy Town be- 
enme go over-crowded that it 


was utterly impossible to give. 


the patients the attention which 
they required. Reports which 
then leaked out of the condi- 
tions prevailing were almost un- 
believable, but it was felt: that 
when the more commodious 
accommodation at the old 
Government | Civil Hospital be- 
enme available, the major dif- 
ficulties would be overcome. | It 
would now seem that, whoever 
is to blame, so far from condi- 
tions having improved, they 
have, if possible become worse 
still, There is apparently oon 
utterly inadequate staff at the 
hospital, with. the result that 
the aisters and nurses. on duty 
are worked off their feet in their 
efforts to ‘cope with the Jarge 
number of eases.’ Obviously, 
these workers and the staff 
gonerally are doing their . level 
best under circumstances whici 
are quite beyond their control. 
But+ there would appear to be 
something radically wrong with 
a system which not only places 
on their shoulders a burden 
which is too.heavy for them to 
bear, but which also results in 
the most primitive arrange- 
ments being made for the poor, 
pain-wracked sufferers. There 
fs at present in the Colony a

four unknown English 
visitors into her Pension, 
and made them members of 
her family circle. Her 
sentiment is reciprocated 
by large numbers. of Eng- 
lish travellers in Germany, 
especially in Southern Ger- 
many. . Hundreds of our 
younger people are return. 
ing .from holidays in that 
country with a new-under. 
standing of the familiar 
words of the Tommy in the 
“Why are we 
fighting these people?” 

Yet notwithstanding this mea- 
sure of sympathy that, in spite 
of language barriers, so quickly 
springs up between English and 
German, closer acquaintance re- 


vealy marked differences in na- 
tional character. 


From experiences in recent 
visits to Germany, including one 
to Bavaria; from which I have 
just returned, I may illustrate 
two of those differences which 
hinder a ‘more complete — inter- 
national understanding.

A neatly printed notice on the 
door of a village Post Office 
reads: “Our Greeting - is Heil 
Hitler!" It is a freshly posted 
notice, and its reminder seems 
to be superfluous, The travel- 
ler in cities soon becomes accus- 
tomed to this greeting that 
meets him as he enters a cafe, 
pays his bill, or leaves an office. 
But the words come with great- 
er shock, in some remote coun- 
try district, from the lips of pea- 
sants, some of whom seem to be 
forcibly reminding themselves to 
change the traditional “Gruss 
Gott” into the new “Heil Hitler!’ 
One cannot imagine an English 
villager saluting a passer-by with 
“Hail Hailsham!” or with “Glory 
be to Chamberlain!” 


Yet this grecting has a signi- 
ficant part in forming the soli- 
darity of the new Germany, and 
it illustrates one of the: out- 
standing divergences’ between 
the temperaments of the tivo 
nations.: 


The Englishman covets in- 
dividuality ; the German longs to 


has come ‘here to study the 
cholera. situation. We do. not 
know whether he has yet visited 
the Government Civil Hospital, 
but, if’he has, he must have 
been ‘shocked by the conditions 
prevailing and must have gained 
a very poor idea of Hongkong'’s 
health and medical organisation: 
The state of affairs is all the 
more surprising in view of the 
normal general excellence of the 
local health service. 

The trouble all appears to 
have arisen from an attempt to} 
cope -with a serious epidemic 
along routine lines, in a make- 
shift hospital. It is to be hoped 
that prompt and effective re 
medial measures are now bein 
put into operation. : 


be a member of a thoroughly 
organised and united mass. We 
English isolate ourselves in our 
homes, even if those homes be in 
blocks of flats: the German has 
no gate to his garden, and gene- 
rally no wall around it. English 
people are most mass-consecious 
ata sports meeting, but even 
there the individual is apt to look 
at the crowd as something of 
which he is not quite part. Ger- 
man boys and girls go to their 
games “marching as to war.”’ 


The Englishman who wears 
uniform, whether of the Army 
or of a railway company, ex- 
changes it at the carliest oppor- 
tunity for ordinary civilian dress. 
The German, it would appear, 
sleeps in his uniform. This 
German love of uniform—part of 
his love’ of uniformity—has al- 
ways been a familiar charactcris- 
tic. But how many new uni- 
forms hag Hitler added? Prob- 
ably the German himself scarce- 
ly knows what they all represent, 
It is significant that the Fuhrer 
himself is ‘almost invariably 
photographed in prosaic civilian 
clothes. He willhave fulfilled 
both his people's desire and his 
own Olympian isolation when he 
alone is allowed to wear a loung 
suit. i 

I was in a hurry to catch a 
train in Munich. But the police 
kept my impatience under 
.courtcous but unquestionable 
-control, “I must not. cross the 
street, however empty of traffic 
it might be, until both the lights 
and the policeman signalled me 
on; and I must make at least four 
crossings until, by a safe but cir- 


cuitous route, I reached my de-. 


stination. And there was a

pedestrians as the crowds were 
It is therefore easy 
to understand why the ideal of a 
united Germany should have as- 
sumed.a religious intensity. It 
is little wonder that even the 
Aryan myth is welcomed and be- 
lieved—to be “of ono bload’’_is 
indeed to be united. The ever- 
present photograph of. Hitler 
symbolises .the belief of the 
Germans that—“we are one in 
him;” a belief which for the 
majority of Germans is becom- 
ing a divine truth for which any 
personal sacrifice is worth while. 


In a little frequented part of 
Western Germany I watched the 
annual village — sports, The 
youths and girls ran their races 
with fervent zeal and, it must 
be added, with the aid of splen- 
didly developed. muscles. Tho 
distribution of awards was 
treated with the seriousness of a 
memorial service. The victors 
received crowns of extremely 
artificial laurels, which they 
wore without a trace of self-con- 
sciousness and with 
solemnity. English village youths 
of the same age would have been 
overwhelemed with mirth at 
their leaf-crowned heads.

A different sense of humour is 
perhaps the highest barrier be- 
tween nations. Plage side by 
side the leading comic papers of 
England, France, and Germany, 
and you have the problem of in- 
ternational friendship set before 
you.

The English traveller is tempt- 
ed to say that the German has 
no sense of humour. But no one 
who has spent an hour or two of 
Stimmung und Humor in a way- 
side inn, or watched a German 
family playing on a bathing 
beach, ‘can make that mistake.

When we-combine these two- 
differences in national character 
we sce how many misunder- 
standings are made possible.” 
The Englishman likes to think he 
is diferent from other people, 
even if the difference only be | 
that he {s more camical, more 
eccontric than. they. ‘Tho-Gor- 
man would be shocked to think 


that he was funny, and wounded . 


in his spirit to know that anyone 
lnughed at his country’s ways. 


The German is puzzled because - 


he can never tell when we are 
serious; we are puzzled because 
we can never be sure when he is 
himself, and when he is mercly 
representative. 


Yet my Bavarian hostess was 
right in saying that there is a 
natural bond of sympathy be- 
tween the average people of both 
nations, That fact is discovered 
by nearly all the English young- 
sters who are visiting the Ger- 
man youth, hostels. ;

And if we have not yet learned 
to understand each other's 


proud Jaughter, we do not need to be

The same shadow 
passes over the faces of older 
German womtn when they men- 
tion der Krieg ns passes over 
English ‘women's faces at the 
mention of the War.

RECENT MOMBASSA 
RIOTS

arising out of petty disputes between 
Washihiri Arabs and Jaluo Africans 
and a few odd members of other up- 
country tribes joining in.

The casualties are 14 Washlhiri and 
one Jaluo dead. About 60 have been 
arrested, a large number of whom 
have already been convicted.
